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THE  MCCORMICK  REAPER  CENTENNIAL  MEDAL 
By  -  Harriet  J.  Nordhof,  MTMS 

Quite  a  familiar  item  to  collectors  of  early  commemorative  medals 
is  the  McCormick  Reaper  Centennial  medal.  During  1931,  this  advertising 
medal  was  struck  by  the  Medallic  Art  Co.  for  the  International  Harvester 
Company,  of  Chicago,  Illinois.  The  medal  was  not  sold,  but  rather  was 
given  away  as  a  souvenir.  It  commemorated  the  100th  Anniversary  of 
the  pioneer  inventor-'-Cyrus  Hall  McCormick,  and  his  invention  of  the 
reaper — a  machine  that  did  much  to  further  the  advancement  of  agricul¬ 
ture  in  the  mid-western  states  and  throughout  the  world. 

Cyrus  Hall  McCormick  was  born  in  1809  in  xlockbridge  Co.,  Virginia. 
His  father  had  also  been  an  inventor,  and  perhaps  was  the  inspiration 
that  motivated  his  son.  Cyrus  invented  a  hillside  plough  in  1331,  at 
the  age  of  twenty-two.  The  following  year  he  successfully  designed  a 
reaping  machine,  which  was  constructed  on  entirely  different  principles 
from  those  used  by  his  father.  After  the  introduction  of  several  im¬ 
portant  improvements  on  the  operation  of  his  reaper,  McCormick  began 
the  commercial  manufacture  of  his  machine  in  about  1340.  The  basic 
principles  featured  in  this  reaper,  have  remained  as  the  essential 
principles  of  reaping  machinery  down  to  the  present  day. 

In  1347,  McCoimiick  established  his  reaper  factory  in  Chicago,  Ill¬ 
inois.  'It  was _ necessary  for  him  to  borrow  the  necessary  capital  with 
which  to  build 'this  factory .  He  borrowed  )100,000  from  the  mayor — Will¬ 
iam  B.  Ogden,  and  formed  a  partnership  with  Charles  M.  Gray.  They  built 
a  large,  steam-powered  factory  on  the  north  side  of  the  river.  Within 
a  year  the  factory  was  employing  120  men,  and  turning  out  hundreds  of 
reapers.  By  1358,  the  factory  was  producing  4000  machines  each  year, 
and  giving  employment  to  over  2000  employees. 

In  1847,  when  McCormick  first  came  to  Chicago,  the  population  of 
the  ten  year  old  city  (having  been  incorporated  in  1337),  was  16,359 
people. 

As  man-power  was  drained  from  the  mid-western  farms  during  the 
Civil  War,  the  sales  of  the  McCormick  reapers  soared.  The  Secretary  of 
War  Stanton,  credited  the  reapers  as  ’'being  worth  an  army  in  the  field.” 

McCormick's  introduction  of  modern  business  methods  in  the  manufac¬ 
ture  and  sale  of  his  machine,  and  the  success  that  he  achieved,  greatly 
stimulated  the  invention  and  adoption  of  other  agricultural  implements. 
He  introduced  an  installment  buying  plan,  and  sold  his  machines  on  the 
basis  of  a  money-back  guarantee.  He  vias  also  one  of  the  first  in  U.  S. 
industry  to  begin  standardization  and  mass  production  of  a  product. 

Because  of  the 'large  harvests  made  possible  by  the  use  of  his 
machinery,  the  westward  expansion  of  the  railroads  was  inspired,  and 
indirectly  encouraged  in  the  development  and  settlement  of  the  prairie 
states. 

The  McCormick  Harvesting  &  Reaper  Machine  Co.  operated  until  1902, 
at  which  time  it  merged  with  four  competitors,  and  became  The  Interna¬ 
tional  Harvester  Co. 

McCormick  was  also  engaged  in  many  other  activities,  v^hich  included 
mining  and  railroad  ventures,  newspaper  publishing,  religious  instruc¬ 
tion  and  philantrophy .  He  was  also  quite  active  in  Democratic  politics. 
Cyrus  H.  McCormick  died  in  Chicago  on  May  13,  1834. 

The  Centennial  ceremonies  were  officially  begun  during  July  of 
1931,  at  his  Virginia  birthplace.  Other  commemorative  and  centennial 
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dinners  were  held  In  fifty  United  States  cities  where  the  company 
operated,  and  these  took  place  during  the  entire  year.  At  these 
celebrations  and  banq,uets,  the  medals  were  distributed  to  those 
attending  as  souvenirs.  25,000  of  the  medals  are  reported  as  being 
struck,  and  because  of  the  method  and  wide-spread  distribution,  they 
have  been  found  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 


The  obverse  of  the  medal  pictures  the  bust  of  McCormick  facing 
partly  left.  The  dates  '’1809-1334”  appear  on  the  left  of  the  bust, 
Indicating  his  birth  year  and  year  of  death;  and  at  the  right,  the 
Inscriptipn,  ’’Inventor  of  the  Reaper”.  Above  the  bust  is  inscribed 
his  name,  ’’Cyrus  Hall  McCormick”. 

The  reverse  of  the  medal  shows  a  scene  of  two  men  mounted), 

who  are  using  the  horsedra^m  reaper*  Above  the  picture  is  the  inscrip¬ 
tion,  ’’International  Harvester  Company”  and  below,  ’’Centennial  of  the 
Reaper  1831  -  1931"* 

The  medal  was  struck  in  bronze,  and  was  inscribed  on  the  edge 
with  the  name  of  the  manufacturer,  ’’Medallic  Art  Co.  NY.' 


”AM  I  NOT  A  MAN,  AND  A  BROTHER"

The  inspiration  for  the  issuance  of  the  Hard  Times  token  (Low's 
,No.  54-Am  I  Not  A  Noman  And  A  Sister,  and  54-A  -Am  I  Not  A  Man  And  A 
Brother)'  had,  their  origin  in  Great  Britain. 

The  original  version  of  this  token  had  a  very  strong  impact  on 
the  abolishment  of  the  slave  traffic.  The  design  of  this  token,  as 
well  as  a  poem  published  by  the  poet,  Cowper,  entitled  The  Negro  s 
Complaint”  played  a  very  important  part  in  the  abolishment  or  this 

nefarious  trade. 


The  first  importation  of  slaves  from  Africa  by  the  English  was 
in  1562,  during  the  reign  of  Elizabeth.  This  great  princess  seems, 
on  the  very  commencement  of  the  trade,  to  have  questioned  ^  ^  ^ 

ness;  to  have  entertained  a  religious  scruple  concerning  it,  an  , 
indeed,  to  have  revolted  at  the  very  thought  of  it.  She  seems  "to  have 
seen  aware  of  the  evils  to  which  it's  continuance  might  lead,  or  that, 
if  it  were  sanctioned,  the  most  unjustifiable  means  mighty  be  made  use 
of  to  procure  the  persons  of  the  natives  of  Africa.  And  in  what  light 

she  would  have  viewed  any  acts  of  this  kind— had  x 

may  conjecture  from  this  fact;  that  when  Captain  ^ 

Hawkins  returned  from  his  first  voyage  to  Africa  and  Hispaniola,  fr  m 

where  he  had  carried  slaves,  she  sent  for  him,  and, 

Hill's  Naval  History,  expressed  her  concern  lest  any  of  the  African 

should  be  carried  off  without  their  free  consent,  declaring  that,  it 

would  be  detestable,  and  call  doT^  the  vengeance  of  Heaven 

undertakers”.  Captain  Hawkins  promised  to  comply  with  the  inounctions 

of  Elizabeth  in  this  respect.  But,  he  did  not  keep  his  wid,  , 

when  he  went  to  Africa  again,  he  seized  _many 

carried  them  off  as  slaves,  which  occasioned  Hill,  in 

he  gives  of  his  voyage,  to  use  these  remarkaole  words: 

the  horrid  practice  of  forcing  the  Africans  into  slavery,  an 

and  barbarity  which,  so  sure  as  there  is  vengeance  in 

worst  of  crimes,  will  some  time  be  the  destruction  of  all  who  allow 
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‘Ain  I  Not  A  Man,  Cond. 
or  encourage  it.” 

Almost  as  soon  as  the  slave  traffic  began,  a  society  was  formed  to 
legally  attempt  to  abolish  it.  Loud  protests  were  made  from  many  states- 
men  of  the  time.  Edmund  Burke,  in  his  account  of  European  settlements, 

^  complains  "that  the  Negroes  in  our  colonies  endure  a  slavery  more  com¬ 
plete,  and  attended  with  far  worse  circumstances,  than  what  any  people 
in  their  condition  suffer  in  any  other  part  of  the  vjorld,  or  have 
suffered  in  any  other  period  of  time.” 

Bishop  Marburton  preached  a  sermon  in  the  year  1766,  before  the 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  in  which  he  took  up  the 
cause  of  the  Africans,  and  in  which  he  severely  reprobated  their  oppre¬ 
ssors.  The  language  in  this  sermon  is  so  striking,  that  we  make  an 
extract  from  it.  "From  the  free  savages,”  said  he,  ”l  now  come  to  the 
savages  in  bonds.  By  these  I  mean  the  vast  multitudes  yearly  stolen 
from  the  opposite  continent,  and  sacrificed  by  the  colonists  to  their 
great  idol--the  god  of  gain.  But  what  then,  say  these  sincere  wor¬ 
shippers  of  mammon?  They  are  our  own  property  which  we  offer  up. 

Gracious  GodJ  To  -talk,  as  of  herds  of  cattle,  of  property  in  rational 
creatures,  creatures  endued  with  all  our  faculties,  possessing  all  our 
qualities  but  that  of  color,  our  brethren  both  by  nature  and  grace, 
shocks  all  the  feelings  of  humanity,  and  the  dictates  of  common  sensei 
But,  alasi  What  is  there,  in  the  infinate  abuses  of  society,  which 
does  not  shock  them?  Yet  nothing  is  more  certain  in  itself  and  apparent 
to  all,  than  that  the  infamous  traffic  for  slaves  directly  infringes 
both  divine  and  human  law.  Nature  created  man  free,  and  grace  invites 
him  to  assert  his  freedom. 

"In  excuse  of  this  violation  it  hath  been  pretended,  that  though 
^  indeed  these  miserable  outcasts  of  humanity  be  torn  from  their  homes 
and  native  country  by  fraud  and  violence,  yet  they  thereby  become  the 
happier,  and  their  condition  the  more  eligible.  But  who  are  you,  who 
pretend  to  judge  of  another  man's  happiness;  that  state,  which  each 
man  under  the  guidance  of  his  Maker  forms  for  himself,  and  not  one  man 
for  another?  To  know  what  constitutes  mine  or  your  happiness  amidst 
their  native  woods  and  deserts?  Or  rather  let  me  ask,  did  they  ever 
cease  complaining  of  their  condition  under  you,  their  lordly  masters, 
where  they  see  indeed  the  accomnodations  of  civil  life,  but  see  them 
all  pass  to  others,  themselves  unbenefited  by  them?  Be  so  gracious 
then,  ye  petty  tyrants  over  human  freedom,  to  let  your  slaves  judge  for 
themselves,  what  it  is  which  makes  their  oim  happiness,  and  then  see 
whether  they  do  not  place  it  in  the  return  to  their  o^m  country,  rather 
than  in  the  contemplation  of  your  grandeur,  of  which  their  misery  makes 
so  large  a  part;  a  return  so  passionately  longed  for,  that,  despairing 
of  happiness  here,  that  is,  of  escaping  the  chains  of  their  cruel  task¬ 
masters,  they  console  themselves  with  feigning  it  to  be  the  gracious 
reward  of  heaven  in  their  future  state.” 

George  Pox,  the  founder  of  the  Society  of  the  Quakers,  took  a 
strong  and  decided  ground  against  the  slave  trade.  "Consider  with 
yourselves,"  he  said,  "if  you  were  in  the  same  condition  as  the  poor 
Africans  are,  who  came  strangers  to  you,  and  were  sold  to  you  as  slaves; 

I  say,  if  this  should  be  the  condition  of  you  or  yours,  you  would  think 
it  a  hard  measure,  yea,  and  very  great  bondage  and  cruelty;  and  there¬ 
fore  consider  seriously  of  this;  and  do  you  for  then, and  to  then,  as 
you  would  willingly  have  them,  or  any  others  do  unto  you,  were  you  in 
^  the  like  slavish  condition." 

The  first  society  for  the  abolishment  of  slavery  was  formed  in 
1733,  and  they  immediately  petitioned  the  House  of  Commons  to  abolish 
the  practice. 
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In  1789  the  number  of  slaves  In  the  British  lest  Indies  amounted 
to  410,000,  and  to  keep  up  that  number  the  annual  importation  of  10,000 
was  required.  The  English  procured  30,000  slaves  from  Africa  annually, 

and  sold  20,000  of  these  to  other  nations.  This  amounted  to  1,400,000 
pounds  sterling,  and  the  British  government  received  256,000  pounds 
annually  from  the  slave  tax. 


The  society  to  abolish  slavery  in  Britain,  adopted  a  seal  for 
their  organization.  This  seal  pictured  a  Negro  on  one  knee,  hands  and 
legs  chained,  in  the  posture  of  supplication,  and  the  legend,  "iU  I 
Not  a  Man  and  a  Brother".  Mr.  Medgwood,  a  member  of  the  society,  was 
instrumental  in  manufacturing  this  seal,  and  he  had  his  manufactory 
contribute  to  this  end.  He  took  the  seal  of  the  committee  for  the 
model;  and  he  produced  a  beautiful  cameo,  smaller  in  size.  The- back¬ 
ground  was  a  most  delicate  white,  but  the  Negro,  who  was  seen  implor¬ 
ing  compassion  in  the  middle  of  it,  was  in  his  otm  native  color.  Mr. 
•fedgwood  made  a  liberal  donation  of  these,  when  finished,  among  his 
^'^i^^ds .  The  persons  to  whom  they  were  sent,  did  not  lay  them  up  in 
their  cabinets,  but  gave  them  away  likewise.  They  were  soon,  like  the 
Negro  s  Complaint"  in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom.  Some  had  them 
inlaid  in  gold  on  the  lid  of  their  snuff-boxes.  Several  of  the  ladies 
wore  them  in  bracelets,  and  others  had  them  fitted  up  in  an  ornamental 
manner  as  pins  for  their  hair.  At  length,  the  taste  for  wearing  them 
became  general;^  and  thus  the  fashion,  which  usually  confines  itself 
to  worthless  things,  was  seen  for  once  in  the  honorable  office  of  pro¬ 
moting  the  cause  of  justice,  humanity,  and  freedom. 

This  seal  became  very  popular  in  England,  and  was  seen  all  over 
the  Empire.  The  same  design  was  followed  by  other  producers  of  slave 
tokens.  Many  of  these  tokens  are  listed  in  an  article  bv  Melvin  and 
George  Euld  in  the  April,  1957  issue  of  ’’The  Numismatist^^' . 

The  poem,  "The  Negro's  Complaint"  that  played  such  an  important 
part  in  the  abolishment  of  slavery  in  England,  is  as  follows: 

Forced  from  home  and  all  its  pleasures, 

Afric's  coast  I  left  forlorn, 

To  increase  a  stranger's  treasures, 
o'er  the  raging  billows  borne; 

Men  from  England  bought  and  sold  me, 

Paid  my  price  in  paltry  gold; 

But,  though  theirs  they  have  enroll'd  me,  . 

Minds  are  never  to  be  sold. 

Still  in  thought  as  free  as  ever, 

'/hat  are  England's  rights,  I  ask. 

Me  from  my  delights  to  sever 
Me  to  torture,  me  to  task? 

Fleecy  locks  and  black  complexion 
Cannot  forfeit  Nature's  claim; 

Skins  may  differ,  but  affection 

Dwells  in  black  and  white  the  same. 

Niy  did  all  creating  Nature 

.Make  the  plant,  for  which  we  toil? 

Sighs  must  fan  it,  tears  must  water,

I  had  collected  coins  for  a  number  of  years.  I  believe  I  started 
at  the  age  of  seven  or  so.  I  used  to  go  through  my  father's  change, 
and  look  for  needed  coins.
